Two hands, as be-fore each holding the swords which cross in 
the centre. Rose re-established thereon. Here the balance and 
harmony o-f the 4 of Swords is re-established but on a much 
stronger footing. The centre swords penetrate the rose but the 
outer two hold it in check showing how the deeper mysteries are 
penetrated in a progressive and well balanced manner. This 

situation prevents attack -from any angle preventing obstruction - 
hence one’s plans go ahead - after the disruption shown in the 
previous card. 

The clouds have again risen but this time on each side o-f 
the card yet still joining across the middle showing that there 
has now been a union of both above and below. Out o-f the upper 
parts o-f the clouds from each side o-f the card projects a hand 
and each hand holds a Trident. A Trident symbolises the lower 
consciousness raised into union with the higher, just as the 
formation o-f the clouds show that a union has taken place rising 
again in glory - which is also depicted by the re-established 
rose in a much stronger position. The Trident is the synthesis 
of the triad in the monad and is a pantacle of the three-fold 
power feared by many. Being an emblem of all gods the Trident 
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represents the powers and fertility of the waters on the one hand 
and the triple flame on the other hand. It is the Thunderbolt of 
heaven making all announcements. 

The presence of the two tridents crossed forming a cross 
within a square at the point of intersection shows great power 
stabilized, as each triple force counterbalances the other, and 
on the cross is a rose - the rosey cross - which is the secret of 
this card, the secret of the cosmic truth. 

Alchemical ly the Mercury has now cleansed himself and the 
Royal Child is washed. A multiplication again takes place and 
the Peacock’s tail shows itself, thus glorius colours appear and 
announce the completion of the work. 

The 6 of Swords is the Word of Science. It is the ideal 
balance of the mind, intellectually and morally. It is aptly 
named "Lord of Earned Success" as death and rebirth have taken 
place many times. The value of Unity is finally learnt and 
retained. Mankind functions each in their own role working 
unconsciously as one within the whole. This card shows the unity 
of the higher and lower minds, the worlds of form and matter 
crystallizing as a manifested idea and intuition which illumi- 
nates all forms of thought. 

The 6 of Swords is coloured in the Prince Scale. The back- 
drop is the colour of the Sign, Lightish Amaranth. The swords 
are the colour of the Planet, Khaki (Greyish Purple Green). The 
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star-like cross is the complemenary colour of the backdrop, Apple 
Green, and the rose, clouds and hands are Brilliant White, show- 
ing the presence of the Spirit. The background shades -from 
translucent in the middle to deep on the outer edges giving an 
auric visual e-f-fect around the rose which glows in the middle and 
emanates into the outer space. 

The Apple Green aganst the Lightish Amaranth background 
shows highly active intellect within a wider expression o-f 
idealism in the li-fe o-f mankind. The Khaki swords show the 
careful blending necessary for unity of minds, bodies and souls. 
The White rose amongst these colours shows the resulting fruit, 
perfect in all ways, and firmly established - alluding to the 
immortality of the soul. 

The Planet and Sign associated to the 6 of Swords is Mercury in 
Aquarius. Mercury in Aquarius depicts the scientific mind, a 
humanistically universal understanding and an ability to link up 
with the archetypal realms of consciousness. Mental energy is 
organized and concentrated, strong and independent. These people 
have a good memory and their innovations and ideas are original 
as they dislike following current trends of thought just for the 
sake of it.

7 OF SWORDS 

"Lord of Unstable Effort" 

20 to 30 degrees Aquarius 

D in 

Two angelic radiating hands as be-fore, each holding three 
swords. A third hand holds up a single sword in the centre. The 
points of all the swords just touch each other, the central sword 
not altogether dividing them. The rose o-f the previous symbols 
o-f this suit is held up by the same hand which holds the central 
sword - as i-f victory were at its disposal. 

The rose has not fallen but lies on the lower shaft of the 
central sword. This is the descention of the spirit (the rose) 
and the ascension of matter (the rising of the central sword). 
The rose shows an unconscious position of attainment (note its 
central position). The 7 of Swords, although called "Lord of 
Unstable Effort", is not considered a negative card, for it is 
still in touch with the higher forces. For example the 7 of 
Swords contains two tridents which represent the presence of the 
threefold power as it was in the 6 of Swords, but here the powers 
are not counterbalanced or held in check, showing that insta- 
bility has entered a situation. Stillness and stability is only 
temporary, for the concentrated energy of the previous card is 
now, in this card, insisting on movement. The influence of the 7 
of Swords is transient. 
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The success of the previous card is at it’s limit and the 
detente of the opposing forces is altered with the introduction 
of a neutral force whom bath parties reluctantly agree to let 
guard the rose and learn of its mysteries. This force however, 
is an interim one and only exists at the agreement of the other 
two parties. The rose may be snatched back from its central 
position at any time. 

The clouds have thickened yet still remain like the 6 of 
Swords. Socrates says: ’When the heat penetrates, it makes 
subtle all earthly things, that are of service to the matter, but 
come to no final form while it is acting on the matter’. Seven 
times you distil and there the destructable moisture is sepa- 
rated, then the heat is modified by the coldness of the Moon. 

The Peacocks Tail, Caudu Pavonis, has finally turned into 
the Swan: ’For we have Cygnus, the Swan, flying in midheaven. 
The swan of eternity, flying in time and space, is the symbol of 
life itself, the cleansing, purifying "living waters" of 
Aquarius. (The Labours of Hercules by Alice A. Bailey). 

The 7 of Swords is coloured in the Prince Scale. The 
background is the colour of the sign, Light Amaranth. The swords 
are the colour of the planet, Turquoise White. The rose, hands 
and clouds are Brilliant White and the stem and leaves of the 
rose are the complementary colour to the background, Apple Green. 
The background is made more translucent around the central sword 
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and hand, and rays upward -from the points of the swords. 

The overall vibration -from the colours o-f this card is 
healing and soothing, and causes an unfolding of inner power. 
Its effects are helpful yet the Turquoise White alludes to 
immaturity. Depth is lacked although it’s path is towards 
maturity, activated by the Apple Green (the active mind), and 
bathed in the deeply healing rays of the Light Amaranth. Thus we 
have here a mind that is unstable in it’s efforts due to its 
immaturity and not for any misgiving of its own. 

The Planet and Sign associated to the 7 of Swords is the 
Moon in Aquarius. Emotions that are deep within the individual 
are expanded out in the framework of cosmic awareness. Ideas are 
independent and original, and interests are unusual and novel, at 
times eccentric, and are inclined towards occult pursuits. Moon 
in Aquarius is very humanitarian and enjoys social gatherings 
with those of similar interests. It is very sympathetic in 
nature but at the same time impersonal.
